Rick introduced Randy to his 
brother Gene, an original member of THE BYRDS. Randy then played lead guitar for Gene, as well as 
Jessie Ed Davis before their untimely deaths. Since moving to Sacramento, Randy has produced a Compact 
Disc of some of his awesome original music, under the name of FREE RADICALS, and became a founding 
member of THE FLASHBACKS, the best Rock and Rhythm & Blues band in the valley! 


Greg O’Campo — Bass, B/U Vocals: This self-taught, founder of The FLASHBACKS, has been playing the bass since 
1968. Veterans of the old Crabshaw Corners & Paradou Palace will remember him from the bands 
AIRBORNE and WHALIN’ BLACK, as well as some other well-known bands, including OUT OF THE BLUE 
and THE RHYTHEMATICS! Greg knows that the job of a bass guitarist is to hold down the bottom — rock 
solid! And - he does! O’Campo has a million friends and has become notorious for his AWESOME 
ANNUAL SUMMER JAM - coming up on his 9" - where he and his wife, Cindy invite several bands and a 
few hundred people to their house for fun, music and food ‘til way dark! He has many musical influences 
including the legendary music of the Beatles and the Rolling Stones. 


James King ~ Percussion, Lead & B/U Vocals: James King has played with some of the biggies! Playing with THE 
ISLEY BROTHERS for three years on such hits as “Love The One Your With”, and Who’s That Lady”, at a 
time when their music was bustin’ on the scene. James also played for three years with THE WHISPERS on 
such hits as “Olivia”. A current resident of Stockton, James played in Japan and all over Europe in the 70’s 
during various U.S.O. Tours. As the newest member of THE FLASHBACKS, and a very talented drummer 
and singer, James brings more great styles of music for us to flash you back to!!

Since then he has played in many well-known bands, 
including AIRBORNE, FREDDY’S BAND, WHALIN’ BLACK, COALITION, CINCO and OUT OF THE 
BLUE. Influences include Jimmy Smith, Jimmy McGriff, Herbie Hancock, Chic Corea, Jack McDuff and 
Joey DeFrancesco. 


Margie Ramirez Walker - Lead, B/U Vocals: Energy, excitement - POWER! Margie began singing in bands 10 
years ago, and has been a student of Ana G’s, at Sacramento’s own Ana G Vocal Center, for the past 
five.

So thus was born The Egg- 
plant Festival, even though there 
were no commercial eggplant grow- 
ers in the entire Loomis Basin.
